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AVlien  I pay  out  my  good  money  for  Peony  roots  (and 
I have  been  doing  that  very  thing  for  several  years),  I know 
just  exactly  the  kind  of  roots  I like  to  find  in  the  express 
package  when  I open  it.  Perhaps  you  are  not  interested  in 
the  kind  of  roots  which  please  me,  but  I like  to  talk  about 
Peony  roots,  and  so  1 am  going  to  tell  you  anyhow.  If 
the  man  I send  my  money  to,  wants  to  have  me  smile  when 
1 open  up  his  shipment,  he  will  select  either  nice  healthy, 
plump  one-year  roots  with  at  least  five  eyes,  and  from 
which  if  there  has  been  more  than  five  eyes  not  a single 
one  has  been  cut ; or  he  Avill  select  a tAvo  or  three  year  old 
root,  and  Avill  cut  from  it  a strong  diAUsion  AAnth  at  least 
five  eyes,  so  distributed  that  it  can  again  be  cut  into  three 
or  more  smaller  cliAnsions,  each  Avith  one  or  more  eyes. 
I do  not  care  if  it  does  not  Aveigh  more  than  three  or  four 
ounces,  but  I do  insist  that  it  haAm  at  least  fixe  eyes,  and 
that  it  can  be  diAuded.  Xoaa  , do  you  knoAv  Avhat  1 do  Avhen 
1 get  such  a root  ? Do  you  think  I plant  it  the  Amry  first 
thing  I do?  X"o,  indeed.  I get  out  my  Amry  sharpest  knife 
and  1 put  on  my  left  hand  a heavy,  tough,  buckskin  glove, 
and  1 cainm  that  beautiful  Peony  root  in  a manner  of  AAdiich 
I am  Amry  proud.  AVhen  I ha  Am  finished  Avith  it  I liaAm  three 
or  more  nice  small  diAusions,  and  I plant  them  as  they  should 
be  planted,  and  by  giAung  them  exactly  the  right  cultivation 
1 groAV  from  each  of  them,  in  one  season,  just  as  fine  a plant 
as  the  one  Avhich  pleased  me  Avhen  I opened  the  express 
Xmckage.  AVith  many  Amrieties  I find  it  Avise  to  let  them 
groAV  into  three  and  four  year  old  plants  before  again  dPu- 
ding  them,  and  I quite  often  find  that  the  plant  AAdiich 
started  Avith  only  one  eye  is,  in  tAvo  or  three  years'  time, 
just  as  large,  and  sometimes  eAmn  larger,  than  the  ifiant 
Avhich  started  Avith  four  or  fiAm  eyes. 
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Now  why  have  I told  yon  about  the  kind  of  roots  I like 


to  buy?  Just  because  that  is  the  kind  of  roots  I like  to 
sell.  Whether  I sell  yon  a $3.00  root  or  a $30.00  root,  it 
must  have  at  least  five  eyes  and  it  must  be  capable  of  being 
cut  up  into  three  divisions.

Experienced  Peony  buyers  aaTII  haA^e  no  difficulty  in 
making  their  selections  from  this  price  list  through  their 
knoAvledge  of  the  Amrieties  from  Amrious  descriptiye  catalogs 
and  Peony  bulletins.  HoAAXW^er,  I realize  that  men  and 
Ayomeii  aaJio  are  .just  beginning  to  be  interested  in  Peonies 
Ayill  Ayish  they  had  some  assistance  in  making  their  selection. 
In  such  a case  it  Ayould  1)C  Arise  to  consult  the  most  experi- 
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eiiced  amateur  Peony  grower  in  your  locality  and  rely  upon 
his  advice.  If,  however,  after  reading  my  Peony  booklets 
and  Garden  Notes  you  should  feel  that  I could  be  of  any 
assistance  to  you  in  selecting  the  varieties  wdiicli  Avill  give 
you  the  most  satisfaction  for  your  money,  I would  be  glad 
to  have  you  write  me  stating  what  you  think  would  answ’er 
your  requirements  in  a general  way,  that  is,  whether  early 
or  late,  or  midseason  varieties,  the  color  desired,  etc.,  and 
I wull  try  to  select  the  varieties  which  wull  satisfy  and  make 
a permanent  customer  of  you. 

I am  growing  my  Peonies  for  the  retail  customer,  espe- 
cially for  the  Peony  enthusiast  who  is  building  up  a private 
collection,  and  consequently  I have  no  wholesale  price  or 
trade  discount  to  otf'er.  The  prices  quoted  are  the  same 
to  everyone.  i\Iy  terms  are  cash  with  the  order  and  money 
w'ill  be  returned  for  any  varieties  wdiich  I cannot  furnish. 
I will  not  make  any  substitutions,  and  will  send  only  the 
roots  you  order,  as  nothing  displeases  me  more  than  to  have 
a substitute  sent  me  on  any  order  I place. 

I like  to  send  roots  by  express  as  in  that  case  the  cus- 
tomer pays  exactly  what  the  transportation  costs.  If,  how^- 
ever,  any  customer  ordering  a few  roots  wushes  them  sent 
by  parcel  post,  he  may  send  tw^enty-five  cents  additional 
for  each  root  or  division,  and  I wdll  not  only  pay  the  postage 
but  will  also  have  the  safe  delivery  of  the  package  insured.
